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T he wonderfull deliuerance 
inall ages the omnipotencie of the Creator hathipro- 
re&edand regarded the impotencie of his creatures, 
thereby roſtirre vs vp to the loue, feare and obedi- 
ence of his eternall Maieſtie. ; 
Omitting therefore to fill vp this diſcourſe with 
many old examples, or to delay the Readers expeQa- 
tion with impertinent ſtuffe, I will here relate briefly 
and in ſuccin& and plaine manner, the ſtrange and 
true deliuerance of a ſhip 'and foure Engliſh Mari- 
ners : in which report I doubr not, but God will 
be glorified, and thoſe that reade or heare it well 
ſatisfied. | 
Neerethe latterend of OQoberlaſt, 1621. a ſhip 
belonging tothe Citie of Brioll, being aboutthe bur- 
den of 120. Tunnes, was met withall and ſet vpon by 
Turkes or Pirats of Argier, where after a long and 
ſharpe fight (being in the mouth of the Straits of 
Gibraltar ) the Engliſh ſhip being oppreſt with the 
multitude of their enemies, was taken, their Ord- 
nance, Cables, Anchors, Sailes, Ship and men pil 
lag'd, ranſack'd,and at the mercy ofthe inſulting Bar- 
barians, who to make their worke the ſurer, tooke all 
the Engliſhmen out ofthe ſhip, except foure yourhes, 
whoſe names were 1ohy Cooke, William Ling, Dawid 
Tones, and Robert Tuckey, into which ſhip;the Turkes 
did putthirteene of their owne men to command the 
Engliſh, and to bring the ſhip as a prize to Argier ; 
amongſt which one of the Pirats was appointed 
aptaine , being a: ſtrong, able, fterne, and reſolare 
fellow: Leu TEE pre 
. * * Theſe foute poore youthes being thus fallen into 
the-hands of mercileſle Infidels, began to Rtudie and 
; complor

complot all the meanes they could tor the obtaining 
of their freedomes : Firſt they conſidered thElamen- 
table and miſcrable eſtates that they were like to be 
in, as tobe debard for euer from ſeeing their friends 
and Countrey, to be chained, beaten, made ſlaues, 
and to cat the breadof afflition in the Galleyes all 
the remainder of their vnfortunate liues, to hauetheir 
heads ſhaven, to feed on courſe diet, to haue hard 
boords for beds, and which was wort of all, neuer to 
be of the heauenly word and Sacraments. 
[Theſe and the like heauie and ſad copgitations were 
like ſo many whetſtones to ſharpentheir wits, to de- 
viſe meanes for their deliuetance,and withall their de- 
ſperate caſes were ſpurres to rowſetheir courages to 
attempt any dangerous exploit for theirenlargement, 
for they did conſider wiſely that death was better 
then bondage, and that noble reſolutions were the 
etters or fore-runners of worthy ations, which 
-madethem reſolue rather then they would ſuffer a 
{Hauiſh life, to trie the hazard of a memorabledeath. 
- Thus being quite hopeleſle, hapleſſe, and for any 
thing they knew, for cuer helplelle, they failed fine 
dayesand nights vnder the command of the Pirates, 
when on the fift night,God in his great mercy ſhewed 
them a meanes for their wiſhed-for cp for-in the 

' deadofthenightthe winde began to riſe, andin ſhort 
ſpace it blew ſo ſtiffe thatthey wereenforced to ſtrike, 
doth their top ailes; and arlaſt irencreaſedto ſuch 
aguſt or ſtorme,” that they muſt rake in their maine 
Saile, and being vnableto doe-it themſelues, 1ohn 
.Cooke and Williars Livg did call tothe 7wrks for helpe: 
whereuponthe Gaptainehimlclte came to helpthem;,

who ſtanding by the ſhips ſide, betweene the aforeſaid 
lohn and Danid-1ones, lending his hand to: hale. in the 
faile, the ſaid 7ohn and Dawd ſuddenly.tooke hin by 
the breech and threw him ouer boord,'butby fortune 
hefell intothe bunt of the faile, where quickly catch- 
ing hold ofa rope, hee (being avery ſtrong man) had 
almoſt gotten into the ſhip againe's which John Goake 
perceiuing, leaped ſpeedily to the: Pumpe, andtooke 
off the Pumpe brake or handle, andcaſt it to Hillier 
Ling, biddinghim knocke him downe, which he was 
notlorg in doing, butlifting vp the woodden weapon 
hee gaue him ſuch @ palr on the pate; as'made his 
braines forſake the poſſefſon of his head, with which 
his body fell into the Sea... - P2212) 216720 

 AnObieRion may be made heere;; why the Twrke 
cried n6tto his fellowesat firft forhelpe;or:howthele 
things could be done bur the reſt of his company auiſt 
either ſee or heare it : to which I anfwet, that ac Sean 
Guſt, Flaw, or Storme, hath many times a:louder 
voice then a man; beſides when Mariners doe hae 
or pull any thing, they doe makeainoyR,'asit were 
crying ha woet hale men hale, which with the noyſe of 
the wind whizzing andhizzing inthe ſhrowdes-arid 
"cordape, would ouercormne and dfowne:thewoiceior 
cric'of any-man whatſoeuer.

Rood at the Helme, and in all the weather guided the 
ſhip ; now after the Captaine was thus caſhierd, 1obs 
Cooke ran haſtily. vp the halfe decke to the Maſters 
Cabbin,neerewhich were ſtanding fix or ſeuen Turks, 
but hee being nothing daunted or diſcouraged for 
them, flipt roughly by them, and gat out two good 
cuttleaxes,or ſhort ſwords,one of which he delinered 
toWiliam Zing, withall aying,Courage my fellowes 
and countrey men, God ſtrengthen and affiſt vs ; with 
that they laidabout them ſo manfully,that they droue 
the Turkes from place to place in the ſhip, , 3nd ha- 
uving courſed them fromthe Poope to the Forecaſtle, 
they there valiantly killed two of them, and gaue ano- 
thera dangerous wound or two, who to eſcape the 
- further fury of their ſwords, leap't ſuddenly ouer- 
boord to goe ſeeke his Captaine, Thus foure of the 
 thirteene TTurkes being made ſure for doing any 
harme, they chaſed and followed the other nine ſo 
cloſe, that they (to ſaue themſelues ) being alſo ma- 
ny of them-ſorehurt and wounded, ran betweene the 
ſhips decks ; whereupon the Engliſh men faſtned the 
decks to keepe them vnder : the Turkes,not knowing 
how to be reucnged, ran aftward toward the helme, 
and,vnſhiptcheir whipſtafte, or as ſome call irawhip- 
Rocke, ( which is the ſtaffe that a Mariner holds in 
his hand,when hee guides or ſteeresa ſhip) by which 
meanes the Engliſh men were in..ſome diſtreſſe, by 
reaſon the ſhip lay tumbling and rowling vaguided 
intheragingand boyftrous billowes ofthe Sea : at laſt 
Tohn Cooke and Williams Zing got each of them a Muſ- 
ket, which they quickly charged, and went downe 
wherethe nine E_ making offerstoſhoote

The wonderfull 'deliuerance 
at them, at which they were much terrified ; where- 
upon they quickly {hip'd their whipſtocke againe, 
delivering the helme to Robert Tuckey, and then pre- 


 fently they ſtowedall the Turkes vnder the hatches, 


where they keptthem<loſerill the next morning, and 
then as they had occalion to- vie rhem,. they-would 
call vp two or three of them ata time, to hale and 
pull ſheetes, tacks, braces, and boleins, to hoyſe and 
ſtrike ſayles, or any ſuch neceſſary and laborious im- 
ployments, in all whichthe Engliſhmade the Turkes 
attend them, and direRing their courſe for the Port 
of Saint-Lucas inSpaine, they in ſhorttime ( by Gods 
ayde) happily and ſafely arrived at the ſaid Port, 
where they {old the nine Turkes for. Gally-ſlaues, for 
a good ſumme of money,and as Ithinke a great deale 
more then they are worth, 

Thus have ſet downeatruerelation and deſcripti- 
on of theſe mens Captiuity, and ioyfulldeliuerance, 
in-which the Reader may ſee the inſtability of humane 
accidents, and that the ſupernall power and proui- 
dence hath aruling band to diſpoſe all the purpoſes of 
men to his owne glory, andthe good of thoſe thatde- 
pend vpon him. For what expeQation: of redreſle 
or comfort:could theſe diſtreſſed youths haue,they be- 
ing but foure in number,their enemies being their ma-+ 

ſters, and thirtcene to the dozzen, ftrong, luſty,able, 
and mercileſſe ne - Inthe reaſon of man, = 
poore mens aſe. was atand paſt recouery:; but 
ſee, Gods arme is not or, | + chr 
Pharaoh with Lice, Graſhoppers, Froggs,.and Cater- 
pillers,to make Gedecon victorious with the breaking of 
Earthen Pitchers, to .cauſe Foxes with fire-brands to.

conſumethe Corne of the-Philiffims ; to make Samp- 


ſon killa thouſand men, with afilly Afles law bone, 


to ſtrengthen David ( being buta young Lad, and 2 
Shepherd) that with his owne hands he ſlew a raging 
Lyon, anda raucning Beare, .and after that with a 
ſling andaftone,toconquer and killa mighty Gyant: 
Innumerable are. the examples that I could recite in 
this kinde, but they are ſo manifeſt and frequent, that 
with admiration and adoration, our humane reaſfotiis 
ſtrooke blinde and-dumbe, 'whil'ſt our faith with 
thankfulneſſe ſhould aſcend to the author of 6ar hap- 
pineſle. : | 
Norcan I forget to commend vnto memory the 
goodand well beſtowed courage of theſe foure young 
men, for as-a wiſe man ſaid, the talke of a ſouldjer ought 
to hang pon the point of his ſword, and courage cannot 
tuſtly be called courage but yherethe cauſe is iuſt,and 
their cauſe being good, they thoughric more courage 
to'dye free, then to liue faves they contemnedall 
—— they deſpiſed all miſeries, and they with for- 
tirude conquered their Conquerors : How many de- 
ieted {lanes would haue fate whining like whelpes, 
and like vaſlals haue pur their necks into the nooſe of 
perpetuallſeruitude, crying onely,God helpe, but ne- 
uerendeuouring to vic the meanes that God hath gi- 
wen them, whilſt theſe braue ſparks and ſpirirs, the 
darlings of valour,to their owne long lafting fame and 
their countreys neuer dying honour, makes Bri/toll 
famous, Britazne glorious, their reputations pretious, 
and the Turkes contemptuous. |

' Nor doe I write this tg the intent that any-man 
ſhould preſame that. their awne ſtrengths, valour; or 
courage is ſufficient to-darthele or the like ations, for 
theyare not ordinary, and therefore man is but made 
the ordinary inſtrument of an extraordinary power, 
and hee that ſhall attribate ſuch things as thefe to the 
arme of fleſh and bloud;'is-forgertull, ingratefull;and 
inamanner Atheilticall.

One 7ohn Foxan expert Mariner,and-a good appro- 
ued and\ufhicient Gunnep;was (inthe raigne of 2x. 
Elizabeth ) taken by the Turkes, and kept eightcene 
yeeres in moſt miſerable bondage and flauery, at the 
end of which time, he eſpted 'his opportunity, (and 
God afhfting him wichall) that he flew his keeper,and 
fled tothe ſeas (ide, 'where he found a Gally with one 
hundred and fifty captiue Chriftians, which he ſpeedi- 
ly waying their Anchor ſer faile,andfellto workelike- 
men, and ſafely arriued-in Spaine, by which meanes. 
he freed himſelfe and a number of poore-foules/from 
long and intolerable ſeruitude, after which the faid: 
Tohs Fox came into England, andthe Queene (being. 
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rightlyinformed ofhis briueesploir) did gracioull 
gr Pro for. her —_ and {ar __ 
yecrely;penfion.; © {SI's 199115 Ol v1; 
+ Captaine Nicolls'witha ſhip of London called the 
Daiphis, foughta long and 'bloudy tight, with many 
of rhe Turkiſh men of warreat one time, at which 
time he funke ſome of them, ſlew many of their men, 
andhauing his owne ſhip exceedingly rent andcorne 
with the enemics great (hot; yetatlaſt it pleaſed'God'
